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Boyne City Police office closed temporarily

BOYNE CITY - The Boyne City Po- 
lice Department’s office at its former 
Lake Street location will be closed 
for the next few weeks until the new 
city hall complex is complete some- 
time in July. 

Boyne City Police Chief Jeff 
Gaither said in a recent media re- 
lease that his department’s offices 
will not be open for public contact ef- 
fective immediately and until the 
city hall construction complex is fin- 
ished. 


Boyne City city manager Mike 
Cain said that project is moving 
along right on schedule and the new 
complex is slated to open sometime 
in July. 

Until then, Gaither said his police 
department staff will still conduct its 
usual administrative business and 
can be reached by phone for those 
types of matters during weekday 
business hours from 8 a.m.-4 p.m. at 
the BCPD main phone line number: 
(231) 582-6611. 

Those with non-emergency issues 
who may be unable to phone during 


regular business hours should go to 
the temporary city offices on Lake 
Street just across from the new city 
complex construction site, adjacent 
to the 4Front Credit Union, where 
city staff will contact the on-duty po- 
lice officer for response or additional 
information. 

But that’s only if the situation is a 
non-emergency, Gaither reiterated. 

As always, for any emergency, 
Gaither said residents should follow 
the usual drill and phone 911 for as- 
sistance, as Boyne City police offi- 
cers will continue to be on duty 24/7 
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to respond. 

Gaither noted the medication dis- 
posal pod will also be available at the 
temporary city hall building during 
regular office hours from 7:30 a.m.- 
4:30 p.m. Monday through Friday.

Boyne Falls 
man sentenced 
to 15 years for 
armed robbery

BOYNE FALLS - A 
Charlevoix County man 
will

years in 
prison 
after | 
pleading | 
guilty 
last JONATHAN 
week to DANIELS 
two 
armed robberies in 
Cheboygan County ear- 
lier this year. 

Jonathan Daniels, 33, 
of Boyne Falls, pleaded 
guilty June 13 in 
Cheboygan County’s 
58rd Circuit Court to 
robbing two stores at 
gunpoint there earlier 
this year. 

The robberies both oc- 
curred in Cheboygan 
County on February 4 
when police say Daniels 
entered the Next Door 
Food Store Marathon 
Station in Cheboygan 
and stole cash and ciga- 
rettes from the clerk at 
gunpoint. 

Hours later that same 
day, Daniels also stole 
cash and cigarettes at 
gunpoint from Pat and 
Gary’s Party Store in In- 
dian River. 

Daniels reportedly 
had an accomplice drive 
him from the scenes of 
the armed robberies. 

The Tuscarora Town- 
ship Department worked 
with officers from 
Cheboygan and Michi- 
gan State Police to track 
and later arrest Daniels, 
who pleaded guilty last 
week and was sentenced 
to a minimum 15 years 
in prison with a maxi- 
mum of life. 

“Any time someone 
uses a firearm during 
the commission of a 
crime, long-term incar- 
ceration is my goal,” 
said Cheboygan County 
Prosecuting Attorney 
Daryl Vizina, “We 
achieved that goal in this 
case.”

Hundreds of citizens at- 
tended the Monday, June 12, 
meeting of the Pipeline 
Safety Advisory Board to 
voice concern about the 64 
year old Enbridge twin lines 
crossing the Straits of Mack- 
inac. Public comments were 
offered for more than three 
hours. A Cheboygan contin- 
gent of more than a dozen in- 
cluded eight speakers 
addressing the board on is- 
sues that have been under 
study by the group for more 
than three years. 

Straits Area Concerned 
Citizens for Peace, Justice 
and the Environment, led by 
Joanne Cromley, presented a 
united front asking the board 
to shut down Line 5. Anabel 
Dwyer challenged the Board 
to recommend to the Gover- 
nor to shut down Line 5 due 
to repeated violations of the 
1953 Easement agreement. 

Joanne Cromley and 
Linda Rogers shared re- 
search done by Gary Street 
which indicates that shutting 
down Line 5 would not im- 
pact Michigan’s natural gas 
or gasoline supply signifi- 
cantly. Bobby Crongeyer, the 
contingency plan expert, 
pointed out that it would be 
impossible to mobilize labor 
and resources within 12 
hours of a release, causing 
oil to be beached onto more 
than 700 miles of shoreline 
along lakes Huron and 
Michigan. Most of the year 
the water in the Straits is too 
fast, too wavy and too deep to 
use conventional equipment. 
Unstable ice conditions and 
the inability of current con- 
tainment procedures make 
the contingency plan inade- 
quate and ineffective. 

Dale Giddings, ad- 
dressed concerns of the 
Audubon Society regarding 
oil-covered waterfowl. To 
date, no contingency plans 
have included caring for oil- 
covered wildlife. Roger Gau- 
thier expressed that 


worst-case scenarios have 
consistently been underesti- 
mated by Enbridge. An oil 
spill would likely cause: per- 
manent market value loss for 
37,000 properties, loss of the 
tourism industry of $2.4 bil- 
lion yearly, shut down of 
commercial navigation for 
months, loss of the $8 billion 
annual fishing industry. In 
all, the cost would likely ap- 
proach $20 billion. Currently 
Enbridge carries less than $1 
million insurance coverage 
to clean up an oil spill, as re- 
quired by the 1953 easement 
agreement with the State of 
Michigan. 

David Dwyer spoke 
about the future of energy. 
Alternative energy sources 
are becoming more viable 
than fossil fuels. Enbridge 
also recognizes that carbon 
free energy will be signifi- 
cant to the future, and has 
made substantial invest- 
ments in renewables. 

Vince Lumetta summa- 
rized the SACCPJE frustra- 
tion with the slow pace of the 
Advisory Board, frustration 
that Enbridge constantly has 
made presentations with no 
outside independent repre- 
sentation, frustration that 
Enbridge constantly over- 
states the importance of Line 
5 to Michigan, frustration 
that the pipeline threatens 
daily the largest body of 
fresh water in the world, 
frustration that the contin- 
gency plan is totally inade- 
quate, frustration that the 
study did not include the en- 
tire Line 5 span through the 
U.P., and finally, frustration 
with the current testing 
being done. In closing, he 
asked why we are even talk- 
ing about Line 5—shut it 
down. 

Additional speakers ad- 
dressed a wide variety of top- 
ics, all culminating in a call 
to shut down Line 5. Kathy 
Matika suggested that the 
pipeline is subject to environ-

She adds, “I won the schol- 
arship through the Joyce Ivy 
foundation, and they covered 
what Brown did not cover. I 
had the opportunity to go toa 
three-week course, but the 
topics were not as interesting 
as some of the two-week 
courses. The total scholar- 
ships I won are worth $4,250 
dollars (roughly). It includes 
travel, books, spending 
money, and tuition.” 

Madison is also highly ac-

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tive in our school in other 
extra-curricular activities, 
which helped her win this 
chance to study at Brown for 
the summer. She was also re- 
cently named a College Prep 
Scholar through the Quest- 
bridge program. 12,022 stu- 
dents applied and she was one 
of 3,736 students in the coun- 
try to win this. The program 
helps connect students to all 
expense paid college visits, 
leadership conferences, and 
extra camps this summer. 

Cathy Brown relates, “This 
is not only a “win” for Madi- 
son, but also a positive for our 
small Northern Michigan 
school, To have a student 
qualify for this type of Ivy 
League experience will en- 
courage other Northern 
Michigan students to branch 
out and apply to these incred- 
ible schools that seem out of 
reach. This will be a life- 
changing thing for Madison 
and will impact my work with 
other BCHS students as well 
..as they start to believe that 
kids from our small town can 
apply to those type of schools.

mental terrorism. Tom 
Gilpin with the Sierra Club 
compared the pipeline to vel- 
cro. It will eventually fail, 
and the risk to keep it flow- 
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ing is unacceptable. Liz Kirk- 
wood pointed out that En- 
bridge is not in compliance, 
as noted in the Kiefer Report, 
as some supports span up to 
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286 feet, with the acceptable 
limit set at 75 feet. Kate 
Madigan, with the Michigan 
Environmental Council, ex- 
pressed concern with the in- 
tegrity of the pipeline. She 
refuted the claim that it’s “as 
good as the day it was in- 
stalled.” Actually, there have 
been 29 spills of more than 1 
million gallons of oil across 
Line 5. 

Miss Michigan Earth, 
Allie Graziano, speaks regu- 
larly at schools and to civic 
groups. The focus of the Miss 
Earth title holder is to spread 
environmental awareness in 
the community. Her message 
to citizens is to get involved, 
contact government officials, 
sign petitions and reach out 
to protect the environment. 
Graziano, from Traverse 
City, will be meeting with 
Senator Stabenow in Wash- 
ington D.C. regarding Line 5 
and will be competing for the 
national Miss Earth title the 
second week in August. 

Lindsey Walker, 
Petoskey Recycling Out- 
reach, advocated a retire- 
ment party for Line 5. She 
urged Attorney General Bill 
Schuette and Governor Rick 
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Snyder to step up and shut 
down the line to post a posi- 
tive legacy story for the State 
of Michigan. 

Contractors will present 
two reports that will be as- 
sessing the controversial 
Line 5. One will address the 
risks of Line 5 and the other 
will present alternatives to 
the current line. Following 
that, there will be four public 
events for public comment to 
address the findings in the 
reports. Sessions will be 
held: Thursday, July 6, Holt 
High School near Lansing, 
5:00 p.m.; Monday, July 24, 
Holt High School, 8:00 a.m. 
and July 24 also, Hagerty 
Center, Traverse City, 6:00 
p.m. and Tuesday, July 25, 
Little Bear East Arena in St. 
Ignace, 6:00 p.m. Pipeline 
Safety Advisory Board co- 
chair Heidi Grether, DEQ Di- 
rector, urged citizens to 
speak to the facts in the re- 
ports rather than make gen- 
eral comments to just shut 
down the line. Also, she sug- 
gested that citizens attend 
only one public comment 
session.

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Boyne Falls man killed in motorcycle accident

BOYNE FALLS - A Charlevoix County 
motorcyclist was killed instantly last week 
in an accident that occurred along U.S. 131 
in the Village of Boyne Falls. 

Charlevoix County Sheriff Chuck Von- 
dra said Richard J. Matelski, 41, of Boyne 
City died at the scene after the motorcycle 
he was riding collided with a mini-van 
driven by Ed Wojan, 69, of Beaver Island. 

Vondra said the accident occurred 
shortly before 6 p.m. Tuesday, June 13 just 
south of the intersection at M-75 South. 

He said Matelski had been traveling 
northbound on U.S. 131 on a Triumph mo- 


torcycle when Wojan, driving south on U.S. 
131 in his Dodge minivan, attempted to 
turn left into Big E’s Smoke Shack parking 
lot. Vondra said Wojan crossed paths with 
Matelski, who collided with the right front 
corner of Wojan’s vehicle and died on im- 
pact. 

Wojan did not suffer any serious injuries 
in the accident but was evaluated at a local 
hospital, Vondra said. Matelski had been 
wearing a helmet and Wojan a seatbelt, he 
added, noting that neither drugs nor alco- 
hol are suspected factors in the fatal acci- 
dent, which is still under investigation. 

Vondra said speed is also likely not a fac- 
tor because investigators thus far have de- 


termined Matelski had just left the Boyne 
Falls E-Z Mart, which is less than two- 
tenths of a mile from where the accident 
occurred. 

Richard J. Matelski had been a life-long 
resident of the Boyne Falls area and was a 
graduate of Boyne Falls Public School, 
where he excelled at basketball, and was 
an outstanding football players at Boyne 
City High School. He later went on to play 
softball and had been coach of the Boyne 
Falls Logger Girls softball team. Matelski 
had two children and was engaged to be 
married. 
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New developments to accommodate city growth

EAST JORDAN - East Jordan city com- 
missioners quickly approved an easement 
request for Burnette Foods Tuesday 
evening, as well as requests for the upcom- 
ing South Arm Classics event, including a 
beer tent that will be used Saturday, July 8 
at Memorial Park. A resolution authorizing 
a $1.6 million loan for the new wastewater 
treatment plant was also passed, and a bid 
for the plant was awarded. 

The city awarded the bid to Grand Tra- 
verse Construction, as the company came 
in with a bid $200,000 lower than other com- 
panies, they are experienced in this line of 
work, and are a regional contractor. 

“Considering the time of year, I was 
questioning on how competitive the bids 


would be,” City Administrator Tom Can- 
non said. “We feel confident moving for- 
ward with Grand Traverse.” 

The city recently conducted an investiga- 
tion concerning downtown traffic condi- 
tions after many discussions with the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA). 
There have been concerns regarding the 
lack of parking available for downtown 
businesses, and after the investigation, it 
was determined that two hour parking may 
help with the dilemma. 

The order states: “City staff members, 
DDA members, and police officials have met 
together to determine a better way to allow 
access to downtown businesses by allowing 
time parking on Main Street, Spring Street, 
and Hammond Street.” 

The two hour parking will affect the 100 


and 200 blocks of Main Street and the 100 
blocks of Spring and Hammond Street. 

Signs for the two hour parking will be 
posted on light poles downtown. The city 
does not plan to issue tickets at the initial 
rollout of the new parking policy, but in- 
stead the DDA hopes to create a friendly re- 
minder card that will be placed on vehicle 
windshields that have parked longer than 
the allotted two hour time. “The only per- 
fect science is to use a parking meter, but I 
don’t think we’re ready for that,” Cannon 
said. 


The next regular meeting of the East Jor- 


dan City Commission has been moved from 
the first Tuesday of the month to Tuesday, 
July 11 at 7 p.m. The July 18 meeting has 
also been canceled. 


Humane Society buys building with help from County Commission

CHARLEVOIX - The Charlevoix Area 
Humane Society will soon be able to buy 
the building where it’s located and pay off 
some of its debt thanks to a series of con- 
tractual agreements recently enacted 
through the Charlevoix County commis- 
sion. 

Commissioners voted at their meeting 
this month to set forth four contracts that 
will be contingent on the humane society’s 
purchase of the county-owned building 
where it’s currently located. 

The recent series of contracts came 
through the “loan repayment and building 
use” agreement that the humane society 
entered into with the county in October, 
1998. 

That agreement provided for both enti- 
ties to split the cost of construction of a 
building to be used as an animal shelter. 

The shelter cost nearly $416,000 to build, 
with Charlevoix County paying close to 


$182,000 and the humane society agreeing 
to pay $234,000, of which $84,000 the 
agency was able to cover up front. 

The county then loaned the humane so- 
ciety $150,000 for the balance it was unable 
to pay, declaring ownership of the build- 
ing as long as it continued to operate as an 
animal shelter. 

The humane society has been unable to 
meet its annual $30,000 loan re-payments 
to the county, however, it has reduced the 
amount it owes to the county to about 
$100,000 by making some $50,000 in im- 
provements to the building in recent 
years. 

County commissioners crafted the four 
contracts in effort to resolve the humane 
society’s outstanding balance, contingent 
upon its purchase of the building from the 
county for $1. The contracts contain direc- 
tives covering animal care and shelter 
services, the lease agreement, mortgage 
and the purchase agreement. 

The county also agreed to give the hu- 
mane society $30,000 annually for animal

services it provides to county residents, 
with $20,000 paid in incremental payments 
of $5,000 and the remaining $10,000 to be 
deducted from the agency’s outstanding 


loan balance. 


County officials will review statistics 


from the humane society, like animal 


counts and specific services it provides an- 
nually, to assure those figures support the 
amount applied to the loan. 

Charlevoix County Clerk Cheryl Potter 
Browe said the recently approved con- 
tracts will also allow for the humane soci- 
ety to start paying for their own utilities 
and also for the county sheriff's office to 
pay rent to the shelter for using the build- 
ing to headquarter its Animal Control De- 
partment. . 

While the yearly estimated rent value 
for the Charlevoix County Sheriff's Office 
to continue to operate out of the humane 
society building is $8,000, the county will 
pay $4,000 and the humane society will pay 
the remaining $4,000 through an “in-kind” 
contribution.
